EMMERT’S END.

A Strange Suicide in North St. Louis 
This Morning.

The Family Allege It Was Accidental— 
No Cause to be Found for the 
Rash Act. 


This morning at exactly fifteen minutes to 
8 o’clock Wm. T. Emmert, residing at 916 La 
Beaume street, North St, Louis, ended his 
earthiy career by sending a bullet through 
his heart and expired without saying a word. 
The deed was committed while the deceased 
was yet in bed, and there is not the slightest 
clue as to what caused him to end his life. 


The weapon which did the work isa six- 
shooter,32-caliber Smith & Wesson improved 
self-cocking revolver. 

Mr. Emmet came home vesterday evening 
at 4 o’clock from the central part of the city, 
and took tea at 7 o’clock with a lady and gen- 
tleman friend, -and appeared to be in 
his usual good humor, laughing and joking, 
and to ali appearances withou'fany trouble on 
his mind. A few minutes after 9 o’clock he 
retired, first kissing his wife, Jennie, good- 
night, and that was the last time 
he was seen ___ alive. Last night 
he _ slept with his two-year-old 
son Willie—his wife Jennie and a lady, Jennie 
Brown, from Madison, Ill., occupying a room 
on the second floor. The first one to receive 
any intimation of the suicide was the lady 
Visitor, who was out in the back yard getting 
some firewood to prepare the morning meal, 
when sje was startled by the report of a pis- 
tol shot. At the same time there was a call at 
the door bell, and the lady responded, meeting 
Mr. John Beckman, an employe of Mr. Em- 
mert’s, who had come over witha load of 
charcoal from Mr. Emmert’s farm at Madi- 
son, Ill, Mr. Beckman, with the dady, ran 
into the room, where Mr. Emmeit was lying 
in the bed, and found him in the last agonies, 
unable to speak. Dr. @G A.. Bere 
nays was called in, but unable to 
do anything. From the position in 
which the deceased was lying on his back it 
is evident that he must have used the 
revolver with his left hand. 
His little son Willie, 2 years old, a very bright 
and interesting cnild, said that last night he 
played with his papa a long time until he 
went to sleep. This morning, he says, his 
papa waked him and told him to get up, and 
when he was putting on his shoes he heard 
the pistol shot and looked around, but his 
papa did not say anything. It is evident from 
the child’s statement that he did not see his 
father when he fired the fatal shot. 


Jennie Brown says that probabiy fifteen 
minutes before she heard the shot she cailed 
Mr. Emmert and told him that breakfast was 
ready, and he answered, saying something 
about wanting a change of shirts. 

THE DECEASED 
is a young man 28 yeurs old, born in Iilinois, 
near Madison, and worth something near $75,- 
000, which came to him through his father, 
who died about a year ago. 

He is the owner of 300 acres of land in Miami 
towaship, Madison county, Ill., which is 
used principally as a charcoal farm, the stock 
of which is sold to coal. yards in St. Louis. 
He was married seven years: ago to his 
present wife,and has two children, onea 
baby girl eight months old and the other a 
boy two yearsold. He has never had a diffi- 
culty or disturbance of any kind with his 
family, and was always an affectionate hus- 
band and indulgent father. 

Tozether with his family he has ever since 
bis marriage lived at Ked Bud, Iil., until 
about seven months ago, when he removed to 
Nurth St. Louis, aod purchased the residence 
at sNo. 916 LaBeaume street and presented it 
to his wife asa New Year’s gift. He was 
temperate ip the use of intoxicating liquors, 
He had been in the habit of sieeping with his 
revo!ver under his pillow, and his family are 
of the opinion that it slipped down from its 
position under the pillow, and Mr. Emmert, 
ia moving in the bed, caused it to dis- 
charge. 

Detective Wm. Walsh, of the Fourth Police 
District, and a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
were among the first to visitthe house after 
the shooting, and the detective gives it as his 
opinion that it is a clear case of suicide. Mrs. 
Minnie Emmert, mother of the deceased, has 
been telegraphed for at Red bud, Lil., 
and will arrive here this evening. 
It is the intention to inter the bodv in the 
family graveyard at Red Bud, IIl., and it will 
probably be removed there to-morrow even- 
ing. 

THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION 
of witnesses Was conducted at the house by 
Deputy Coroner Praedicow. The members 
of the family were examined. Mrs. Jennie 


Emmert testified that ber hus- 
band was twenty-eight years of age 
and a farmer bv occupation. About 


a year ago his father died and he be- 
came very despocdent. He had been drink- 
iag hard some time ago, but of late had been 
very moderate. He had no financial troubie 
of any kind known to the wituess, Jennie 
Brown, the niece and ward of deceased, also 
testified: 

The wound is just below the left nipple, 
and does not seein as if it could have been the 
result of an _ accident, as is claimed 
by the family and friends of the deceased. 
William T. Emmert was a young man who 
enjoyed to an unusual degree the affection 
and esteem of all bis friends. While the 
Post-DISPATCH reporter was atthe bouse 
several of the neigbbors cailed to see the 
body, aud all of them spoke in the ver 
bighest terms of his amiability and other goo 
qualities. Several of them were affected to 
tears. One old gentleman, Mr. 
Winkelmeyer, the proprietor of # saloon 
and boarding-house at the eorner 
of LaBeaume street and Broadway, cried as 
over the remains of a very dear friend. He 
suid be was utterly unable to account for the 
rash act, as to his knowledge Emmert was in 
no trouble of any kind. The Coroner will 
hold an inquest over the remains to-day. 


EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Richard Hennessy, one of the oldest rest- 
dents of St. Clair county, died at his resi- 
dence in East St. Louis last evening, afters 
lingering illness. 

A train of dirt carson the Louisville and 
Nashville jumped the track this morning, 


«lightly damaging several of the cars. The 


accident was caused by the rear engine push- 
ing faster than the front engine pulled, fore- 
ing the middle cars off the track. 

Mr. Spann was jailed last evening and as- 
sessed costs by Squire Eggman this morn- 
ing. Spann owns a vicious dog, which bit a 
young son of Squire Bunvan, and thea re- 
fused to have tbe dog killed, hence his arrest. 
The dog was killed and Spann released. 

Becker’s dry goods store was entered by 
burglars about 2 o’clock this morning and a 
coat and pants stolen. Mr. Herbert, one of 
the clerks,neard the noise and scared the bur- 
giars away before much bovty could be se- 
cured. The showcase was completely 
wrecked.

STRANGLED ON. THE SCAFFOLD.

Execution of Leighton, the Mu- 
latto, in New York. 


Romantic Stories of Murder, of Love 
and Woman’s Devotion.

Rea Tries to Cheat the Gallows by 
Attempting Suicide, 


Leighton Hanged. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEw YORK, May 19.—Augustus D. Leigh- 
ton,.colored, was hanged at 8:47 this morning 
for the murder of his mistress, Mary Dean. 


The death warrant was read _ to 
Leighton in his cell. Then the pro- 
cession to the gallows was formed, Rev. 


Dr. Morgan preceding and reading, ‘‘I am 
the resurrection and the life.’’ Leighton 
glanced occasionally to one side and the oth- 
er, and when near the gallows looked at it a 
second and then his eyes dropped toward the 
pavement. On reaching the gallows he 
turned and faced the spectators. The exe- 
cutioner adjusted the noose ‘and drew the 
black cap over his face. The signal was 
given, the rope cutand the body of the con- 
demned man bounded in the air and fell back 
within three feet of the pavement. The 
noose failed to slip under the ear and caught 
under the chin. 

THEN COMMENCED SICKENING STRUGGLES, 


which showed Leighton was strangling to 
death. The fingers clutched conyulsively, 
his legs were drawn up and the victim’s 
azonized heavy breathing was awful to hear. 
In seven minutes he was pronounced dead 
by the official physician, but as the body was 
partially lowered convulsive heavings of the 
chest were plainly discernible. Another 
physician declared him dead eight minutes 
after the first announcement. The body was 
removed to Evergreen Cemetery for burial. 
MARY DEAN WAS A BEAUTIFUL OCTOROON, 
twenty years old. She was married at six- 
teen and was ceserted by her husband at 
nineteen. Then she opened a house of assig- 
nation on Twenty-seventh street. Leighton 
became her lover. He was light, coffee-col- 
ored, tall, slender, and a great dandy and a 
favorite among colored girls and a successful 
barber. He became engaged to a mulatto 
named Mary Delworth. He quarreled with 
Dean to get rid of her. She forbade him her 
house. Hearing she was endeav- 
oring to jin,ure him with his 
affianced by sending her information of 
his past career, he called on her Sunday 
evening, June 14th, 1880. She refused to Ict 
him in andcame down the high stoop and 
talked with him on the pavement. A quarrel 
ensued. He made threats. She ran tothe 
top of the stoop and called the police. 
Leighton ran up to her, grasped her by the 
hair, took out a razor and drew it twice 
across her(tbroat, severing the junglar. She 
fell dead. Hefled to Harrison, N. J., but 
there surrendered himself. He was tried in 
November, 1880, sentenced January 28th, 1881, 
appealed and the sentence affirmed. He was 
avain sentenced to be hung the 
sime day with William  Sindram, 
but was respited until to-day at 
the request of Rev. Wm. Morgan because he 
was not spiritually prepared to die. Marv 
Delworth visited him frequently and fainted 
when parting for the last time yesterday. 
Among the colored women who took an in- 
terest in Leighton was a washerwoman nam- 
ed Margaret Cordova, formerly for many 
years aservant for Peter Cooper’s family. 
She spent $700 of her hard-earned savings 
securing appeals, delays and respites and 
promised Leighton to adopt and give 
PERMANENT HOME TO MARY DILWORTH, HIS 
AFFIANCED. 

Leighton slept well from 12 until 6 a. m. 
Mrs. Cordova yesterday sent him a new suit 
of black broadcloth to be hangedin. The 
pants and vest not fitting perfectly, Leighton 
sentthem to the tailor’s to be altered. He 
dressed with greatest care for the scaffold, 
personally superintending the polishing of 
his boots. He went to the scaffold contident, 
and said that he was fully prepared and that 
he was a true Christicn. He met death firm- 
lv and with bravado. His neck 
was not broken, but he died 
of strangulation. ‘*Major,” an Italian, under 
sentence of death, bade Leighton farewell at 
micnight, each asking the other to pray for 
him. At the scaffold Leighton wore around 
his neck an *fAgnus Dei’? given him vester- 
day by two Catholic Sisters of Mercy. Sind- 
ram and nineteen other murderers were 
hung on the same scaffold used for Leighton. 


Rea Executed, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PULASKI, TENN., May 19.—W. W. Rea was 
hanged here this afternoon for the murder of 
Jas. T. Goodrun. Rea attempted suicide at 
daylight this morning by swallowing a tea- 
spoonful of morphine, He called for toddy 
directly after, but before it could come threw 
up the morphine. He ate nothing since 
and continued getting better. The scaffold 


was in the rear of the jail, and the execution 
public, an immense crowd being present. It 
is supposed that he got the morphine from a 
morphine-eating personinan adjoining cell. 
At the Nashvilie Penitentiary yesterday he 
assured his brother that he wouid not be 
hung. His brother advised him not to con- 
fexs. He refused to see any one this morning 
except a minister, and said he was preparea 
to die, The drop was four 
fect, andhe died with very’ few 
struggles, Fisher, the man whose name 
was signed to the confession sent to the Goy- 
ernor, has been found and denies writing the 
letter, under oath. 
REA’S CRIME. 

Rea was charged with the murder of James 
T.Goodrum,who, at the time of his death,was 
a cierk in the store of J. K. Trigg, situated in 
the eastern portion of Giles county. The 
evidence adduced at the trial was purely cir- 
cumstantial,Goodrum having a year previ- 
ous, in the case of State vs. Clack, charged 
with carrying concealed weapons, where Rea 
appeared a3 p!osecut r, discredited Rea’s 
testimony, saying his character was not good 
and that he would not believe him on oatb. 
At this Rea became greatly enraged and for- 
b.ce Goodrum from ever entering h's (Rea’s) 
house, ad also made various threats that 
should Goodrum ever cross his path. be would 
kill bm. On the night of July 31, 1881, Good- 
}um was in the back room of the store, recit- 
ing a Latin lesson to Prof. Dwyer, About 10 
o’clock Goodrum had oceasion to g. to the 
front part of the building, and it was on re- 
turning toresume his seat that be was shot 
through a window inthe rear of the room 
five buckshot entering his skull. On the ful- 
lowing morning tracks ofthe assassin were 
traced from and within a short distance of 
Rea’s house, and Rea was arrested. 

The day preceding the killing Rea went to 
a neixhbor’s house and borrowed a gun, os- 
tensibiy for the purpose of killing a squirre! 
for his wife, who was sick. The gun which 
Rea had borrowed was found at his house 
with both barrels loaded. The right-hand 
barrel contained seven buckshot, and the 
wadding used wasa portion of the Pulaski 
Citizen. The left-hand barrei contained six 
shot, andthe wadding was part of the Ban- 


ner. The shot taken from the gun were of the 
same size ax those cut from Govdrum’s body. 
The wadding found under the window of the 
store and that taken from the left barrel of 
the gun, when compared, “ dove-tailed, 
Rea was a man of medium height, dark hair, 
whiskers and eyes, weighed 140 pounds an a 
pleasant in appearance. He was thirty-two 
years of age, born in Lauderdale Co.. Ala- 
bama. His parents are both dead. He has 
three living brothers. He Was a married 
man with children living. © He 
has been in Giles county 
eight years was always 
up to the time of bis murder considered & 
quiet and inoffensive citizen. He joined the 
Methodist church six years ago. He told 

our reporter the day before he was taken to 
Pulaski that he bad always tried to livea 
Christian life, but he feared he was not fully 
prepared to die, and this was why he had 
asked the Governor for a respite.

DARWIN AT REST. 


Scenes at the Funeral of the Great 
English Scientist. 
From M. D. Conway’s London Letter. 

I have attended every funeral that has taken 
place in Westminster Abbey for twenty years, 
but have never seen one more impressive than 
that of to-day, when, by the side of Herschel! 
and Newton, Charies Darwin’s body was de- 
posited. He who heid the worldin his brain 
and whom the world held in its heart rests 
now in this small Jast home. Every seat in 
the Abbey was filled for an hour before the 
service began by the vast number of those 
who had obtained cards of admission. The 
body had lain over night in a remote room of 
the building—the chapel of St. Faith, with her 
emblem, an iron rod and book. The frescoed 
form of St. Faith has nearly faded: the name 
of her chapel remained to remind the world 
that Faith has made way for Science. A new 
song has been put into the mouth of this peo- 
ple, and it was heard to-day ia the sweet an- 
them composed by Dr. Bridge for this occua- 
sionon the wurds, “Happy is the man that 
findeth wisdom and getteth understanding. 
she is more precious than rubies, and all the 
things thou canst desire are not to be com- 
pared unto her. Length of days is in her 
right hand, aud in her Jeft hand riches and 
honor. Her ways are ways of pleasantness, 
and ail her paths are peace.’”? There was a 
long evolution of religion represented in the 
grey old Abbey to-day. What would the old 
Abbots who compelled the Jews to continue 
their eternul atonement to the crucified by 
helping to build these walls, and who, be- 
peath these arches, sang the litanies and 
swung the censers of ancient faith, have said 


couid they have foreseen that their 
edifice would uitimately become the 
mouument of men such as they 


were wontto burn! What would they have 
said had anysprophettcld them that from 
their stained window, they would look down 
upon the grave of a Newton who showed the 
universe moving by physical law, a Lyell re- 
ducing the Bible cosmogony to a myth,a Var- 
win tracing man’s origin to an anthropoid 
Adam? ‘This is the way of the Churen of 
England. It resists each great discovery and 
discoverer as lung as it can, then adopts 
the doctrine, and, like the Arima- 
thean, lays the innovator’s dustin its own 
tomb among the rich. The Church does not 
break becauseit knows whentobend. AsI 
vazed upon a great rose window, whose lius- 
trous petals ure made of ancient saints, I 
knew that the company beneath it, whose 
heads were baloed with its hues—Huxley, 
Spencer, Mex Muller, Carpenter, and all the 
great freetrinkers of the time—would surely 
shinein rose windows of the future. Little 
by little, as build the little cCorais be- 
neath the sea, as Darwin described them, and 
the earthworms on the land, have been built 
up the strata of English Knowledge and 
thought, while the ancient speculations sur- 
Vive uoW as ornamentation of its frame, music 
rehearsing its olden memories and beguiliug 
iis moments of pause on the never-ending 
progression. Such was the first melodious 
strain which we heard yesterday. faintly heard 
in the distance, while the procession slowly 
moved along the cloisters. It was a hymn 
evolved from earthly chants, which in turn 
were evolved from mere intonations of 
psalm-readings, originating, probably, in 
such mere sing-song as supplications assume. 
From the lips of b:ooming boys with ruddy 
faces the plaintive hyma sevunds strange and 
even pitiful; but there is historyinit. Then 
St. Faith began ber fatal book’s doom on na- 


ture, represented by an iron rod 
which lay heavy on young and 
old. The procession moves on in 


cloisters; wecannot see it; surely it is a band 
of mournful friars whose penitence and fear, 
as they follow some haggard brother to the 
tomb, is toid in such asad dirge! But every 
step they take is as a century; oid creeds are 
buried by the wayside and new are born, aad 
when at iast they enter the choir they have 
become the scientists and scholars of Eng- 
land, and the anthem of to-day breaks forth 
in the praise of wisdom that 1s above rubies, 

The coffin of Darwin is covered with flow- 
ers sent from reverent societies of the learn- 
ed, far and near, to mingie with those which 
hearts that knew him in tenderer relationship 
have deposited. JWhese flowers were not alone 
white but manv-colored as those which he so 
loved in his garden and which ever blossomed 
in his thought. It was as if the eariv Spring 
had civen its kiss to the coffin of its old com- 
panivno. Around the pail were grouped the 
mourners of his own family, in whom he had 
found a happivess which feeble health could 
not mar.

The Strange Omens of an Aged Colored 
Soothsayer—Sigonificance of a Sneeze. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

In a little house standing in a court known 
to the neighbors as the ‘‘Elbow,” sitnated be- 
tween Niothanod Tenth streets, opening on 
Lombard, there lives an old colored woman, 
small and attenuated m figure and nearly 
toothless, who goes by the name of Aunt 
Hetty, and has acquired a reputation among 
the blaeks. As she sitsin her doorway ona 
pleasant day the passing negroes bow almost 
reverentially to her, and the little picaninnies 
who tumble about on the sidewalk and slide 
upon the well-worn cellar doora regard her 
with awe. Rheumatism has ra:ked her aged 
frame, and sbe ambles about on a stout cane, 
but rarely ventures beyond her stoop. 
Aunt Hetty is called a ‘‘witch’’ by the 
children and a “clairvoyant” by their 
elders, and her erudition in things spiritual 
and mysterious is thought by them to be in- 
disputable. Her advice is sought by her 
neighbors upon unusual occurrences, strange 
dreams and daily undertaking, and though 
her fees are small her patrons are quite 
numerous enough for her to earn a comforta- 
ble livelihood from her occupation. She bas 
preserved innumerable quaint superstitions 
of her race, and her conversation is replete 
with amusing omens, applicable to the most 
insignificant occurrences of every day life.

The situation in Egypt has ceased to be 
merely interesting, and is now so critical that 
important, if not very serious, results may be 
anticipated at an early day. The late Khedive, 
ISMAIL, a8 our readers are aware, was de- 
posed by the concerted action of European 
powers, led by Eng!and and France, and his 
eldest son, MOHAMMED TEWFIK, placed 
upon the throne. This prince, not vet thirty, 
if inferior to his father in ability, is a great 
improvement upon him in other respects.

For while he has all 
the moral and physical support England and 
France can give him, he is practically power- 
less on account of his unpopularity as the 
creation and, toa certain extent, the repre- 
sentative of these foreign governments. Not 
that he is in any sense their tool, but he is 
believed to be such by the ignorant majority, 
whose prejudices and passions have been sys- 
tematically stimulated by ARABI BEY, the 
present Minister of War. This man, the most 
prominent in Egypt to-day, is a rather 
rare character; a curious combination of 
poet, philosopher, statesman, gentleman, 
fanatic and rogue, with,it is said, a slight 
dash of the coward. Heis the founder and 
recognized head of what is called the Nation- 
al party, whose principles are summed up in 
four words: “Egypt for the Egyptians; 
which, being interpreted, means that all for- 
eigners must be driven out of office and, if 
possible, out of the country, and foreign in- 
fluence completely destroved. As ARABI BEY 
controls not only the army but the Chamber 
of Notables, a sort of bastard congress, it is 
evident that the Khedive is hardly more than 
a figure-head, and would have no authority 
whatever were it not for his European back- 
ers. In spite of them it is said his impeach- 
ment wil! be proposed in the Chamber, which 
would bring matters to anissue atonce. It 
is plain that the ultimate object of Arabi Bey 
is to overthrow the existing government, es- 
tablish a new One with himself at the top, 
break the foreign yoke, and run things very 
much as did ISMAIL. All of which England 
and France—indorsed, we may remark, by 
Turkey—are determined shall not be. They 
are resolved to stand by MOINAMMED TEWFIK 
at all hazards and any cost, and have formale 
ly notified him to that effect. Meanwhile 
ARABI Bey is scheming and intriguing in the 
usual Oriental fashion and has _ suc- 
ceeded in pushing public feeling to a 
point where open insurrection is liable to oc- 
cur atany moment. The danger isso immi- 
nent that the English and French Consuls 
have informed him that he will be held re- 
sponsible for the safety of European resi- 
dents, and the English and French fleets are 
hourly expected at Alexandria, where they 
may be joined later by a Turkish squadron 
now fitting out at Constantinople. But that 
not particularly valuable reinforcement will 
not be waited for, and the probabilities are 
that as soon asthe allied fleets arrive ARABI 
BEY will be invited to step down and out or 
suffer the consequences of refusal. As he ig 
credited with more than the ordinary share Of 
sense he is not likely to refuse, and so Mo- 
HAMMED TEWFIK will be temporarily 
“braced up’ again. 

‘We say “‘temporarily,’? because no puppet 
government, no matter however amiable and 
patriotic the puppet, can lastlong. Sooner 
or later—and generally sooner—it must be 
swept aside to make room for the real rulers, 
whointhis case are England and France. 
Just now itis more convenient for them to 
mask their desigus belind the young Khe- 
dive, but whenever the proper time arrives 
he will be transformed into an Anglo-French 
Viceroy, and obey orders transmitted from 
London and Paris. What the two powers 
will do with the Egyptian elephant when they 
finally get it remains to be seen; but it is 
tolerabiy safe to predict that they will quar- 
rel rather than vield to either undivided con- 
trol, and divided control in such matters is 


always difficult and frequently dangerous.

as the administration of affairs is concerned; 
and the chances are that these hands will, at 
the conclusion of the game, be found to be- 
long to England.

COLLEGIATE FOLLY. 

Just at this season of the vear the under- 
graduate throughout the land is burning mid- 
night oil over his “commencement” essay. 
Supposing that there are five thousand young 
men and three thousand young women to re- 
ceive diplomas from the different institutions 
of learning in this Republic, it oceurs to us 
that some very entertaining statistics might,be 
gathered about graduating theses. How many 
of these eight thousand people will ask them- 
selves where Science would have been had 
not the ancients taught us all we know? How 
many young ladies will point out to us whith- 
er we are drifting? In how many colleges 
will pre-Raphaelitism be exposed to the 
hissing scorn of a proud assembly of parents 
and cousins? How many young men will, 
in the next two months, nail the 
fierce black flag to the mast against 
the corruptions of Roman society in the time 
of the Emperor NERO? And not alone would 
the statistics of themes be striking, but a 
tally of the adjectives employed would make 
the editor of the Sedalia Democrat green 
withenvy. It has come to be understood in 
this country that a boy or a girl must acquire 
a Style of writing English at college which it 
will take two years at least to unlearnif the 
student is forced to write fora living. Great 
stress is placed upon the formation of style 
with alarge S. And the average student is 
certain to ape JOHNSON, who, he is assured, 
has a style and whom he finds no difficulty in 
copying. The sad results we see. lt would 
be safe to wager that a good city editor to 
whom JOHNSON’S copy would be submitted 
would cut it down over a half and would not 


trust Dr. JOHNSON to do anything 
more important than funerals and 
police station notes after one thor- 
ough examination of his copy. it is 


afactthat our colleges can not teach the 
proper handling of the English tongue, and 
the reason istwo-fold. Unless one has some- 
thingto say, itishard to say it originally. 
Essays that treat of Grecian politics and the 
Nibelungen Lied, the reign of THOTH or the 
poetry of the future, simply mean that the 
young man is copying something which he 
has read without the assistance of the origi- 
nal before him. If he makes any deductions 
of his own at all they are sure to be shallow 
and crude and are likely to be false 
And yet this same young man can sit 
down and write a letter to his chum about 
the batting of the college nine which will be 
easy, Original and true. If college graduates 
were taught to write descriptions of things 
from their own powers of observation and 
not expected to hew out great hunks of ab- 
stract thought, something might be done 
with them. When the student comes out of 
college he will learn that the man who can 
describe a dog fight accurately will find ten 
situations while the gentleman who can only 
write critiques on the Elizabethan poets will 
not getany. If Euglish is worth teaching inthe 
schools at all, itis worth teaching so that the 
taught can make sonie use of it; and as far as 
we know there is but one college in the coun- 
try, Cornell, where a really sensible theory 
is even attempted. 


Dr. Laws, the President of the Missouri 
State University at Columbia, whose address 
before the Missouri Press Association at St. 
Joseph has caused such wide-spread com- 
ment and condemnation on account of its 
bold, rebellious declarations, now explains 
how the address came to be delivered. Singu- 
larly enough, the Doctor does not seem to 
understand that it was the manner and 
matter rather than the subject of his 


address to which objection is made. He 
says that the address was originally 
a lecture to the students of the 


Universitv on the theory of representative 
government, and was an attempt to reconcile 
GUIZOT’S work on representative govern- 
ment with our system of popular sovereignty. 
The Doctor claims that a perusal of his whole 
address, as printed in the St. Joe Herald, 
will show that it represents secession as dead 
and buried and removed out of the way, and 
that it ‘congratulates the country upon the 
advantage arising out of that circumstance in 
combatting the equally or more ruinous doc- 
trine of centralization.”’ He says .nothing of 
those parts of the speech printed in St. Louis, 
which would indicate his belief that secession 
was not a dead issue, but demands, with much 
reason, that the address must be judged asa 
whole and not by its parts. He claims, also, 
that he is wronged inthe current statement 
that the speech was political, and asserts 
that it was wholly historical. It certainly is 
unfortunate for Dr. LAws that portions of 
his speech ring with propositions which were 
proven untenable at Appomattox. This coun- 
try has settled the question as to whether the 
Union is indissoluble or not so that the prob- 
lem does not exist any longer, and it is to be 
regretted that the students of the Missouri 
University are within the influence of lec- 
turers who are opento such grave miscon- 
ceptions and misunderstandings as this. 
When President Laws trenches upon politi- 
cal issues which are dead and buried indeed, 
but whose graves are still being decorated, 
he should be so clear and explicit that no one 
can mistake him.

The 
truth is, the Baiaklava survivor isin demand. 
The stock of Waterloo veterans has been ex- 
hausted and there is no convenient piece of 
mnilitary heroics for tramps to lie about save 
the terrible charge at Balaklava. It is barely 
possible that every Englishman who served 
in the Crimea has falien into the error of sup- 
posing that he participated with the Light 
Brigade. There is no other theory upon 
which the presence of the reminiscent ‘‘sur- 
vivor’’ in every town in the Union can be ac- 
counted for.

‘‘THE QUEEN’S CHEESE.” 


Incident Which Came Under the Obser- 
vation of a Resident of St. Louis. 

Mr. Thomas Blakey is a well known boss 
foreman ina North End furniture factory. 
Mr. Blakey is an Englishman by birth. Al- 
though he has resided the greater part of his 
life in this country, he stilt retains an affec- 
tion for merry England, and is fond of enter- 
taining nis friends with accounts of incidents 
and events which passed under his own ob- 
servation at ‘thome.’’ The following story, 
which be related to a circle of his friends last 
night may prove of interest to a large circle: 

*‘*It wasin the early part of Queen Victo- 
ria’s reign that the following incident oc- 
curred: 

‘*All the farmers and trades-peopie of Pen- 
nard, ear Glostonbury, resolved to 
present Queen Victoria with a cheese such as 
Engiand had never before seen. West Pen- 
nard isin or near the famous vale of Ched- 
don, and the Somersetshire cows supply milk 
of an excellent quality. On a given day the 
dairv-maids collected the milk of seven bun- 
dred and thirty-seven cows,‘one meal’s milk- 


ing, as it used to be called in those paris. 
All the cows in the parish 
contributed, the aggregate quantity 
being upwards of thirtv hogs- 


beads. About fifty wives and daughters 
of the dairy-farmers gladly took part in tbe 
work. Everything had previously been got 
ready—pails, tubs, vat, mold, press, cloths, 
etc.—at the house of my father, and, al- 
though not without many difficulties, the 
cheese was made. Uniike most cheeses, it 
was octagonal in shape; the diameter was 
about thirty-six inches, the circumference a 
little more than nine feet, the depth twenty- 
two inches and the weight eleven hundred 
pounds. The interior of the mold was so 
far carved as to give ornamental! devices 
tothe cheese. Tbheupper surface displayed 
the royal arms, surrounded with a wreith of 
oak leaves and graced with the rose, thistle 
and shamrock. The cheese, of course, re- 
cuired along time to solidify properly, and 
during a portion of this time it was exhi>ited 
to strangers ata shilling ahead. After many 
months the cheese was duly conveyed to 
London by a deputation of feuur West Pen- 
nard men, my father being one of these. The 
Queen and Prince Albert received them very | 
graciously, but as the cheese was evidently | 
too «6onew to cut, Her Majesty proposed 

that the Villagers should take it 

back again, and keep it till it ripened. at 

which time she would present a hundred 

guineas tothe poor of the parish. But jeal- 

ousy sprang up at West Pennard. The farm- 

ers felt certain that Knighthood or some 

other great honor wouitd be conferred on 

those who finally presented the cheese. The 

cheese was actually besieged, and was defend- 

ed with an iron cage and strong window-bars. 

The belligerents on one side made a plaster 

cast of the cheese and sent it up to London 

for exhibition; the belligerents on the 

other side obtained her Majesiy’s per- 

missin to exhibit the real cheese 
itself at the Egyptian Hall, London, andthe 

Court of Chancery had to settle the matter. 

The cheese was next exhibited in various 
parts of the country, but under such circum- 
stances that both the cheese party and plas- 
ter of paris party lost a good déal of money 
by it. The Queen never again saw the cheese. 
Jt passed from one custodian to another, and 
at length it was cut, tested and found to be 
a very poor affair, more fitted for pigs than 
for royalty.”’

THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 


It Will be Delivered to the Arsembly To- 
Night. 


Mayor Ewing will submit his first annual 
minessage and the accompanying documents of 
allof the city departments at the meeting of 
the Municipal Assembly to-night.

This year’s 
message may be looked for, therefore, with 
more than the customary interest, for it is ex- 
pected to commit Mr. Ewing and his party to 
a line of policy by whico they must stand or 
fall. Inthe management of the city’s finances 
Mayor Ewing has had the counsel and h:ipof 
Mr. kK. L. Adreon, the Oity Comptrolier. she 
resut of the year’s operations will not be 
positively Known watil to-night, when tue 
report of the Comptroller will be made public. 
The salient points of thereport were published 
inthe columms of the POST-DISPATCH last 
week, and establish the fact that the 
city bas. met ail ot the year’s obliga. 
ions prowptly aod closed its books 
ou April ll, Isséz, the last day the fiscal year, 
with uw satisfactory balance on hand. The re- 
duction in the public debt has kept pace with 
the reductions of previous years and no new 
indebrednes hus been created. The city bas 
no floating indebtedness ot any kind, and the 
outiook for the next vear is most encouraging. 
Tiie work of the Hcalthn Dvupartment has b-en 
done e€flicieatiy und the cost of main 

taining the diffrent hospitals has 
been, ifanything less than it was previous 
years. The abandonment of ihe Dispensary 
drug store has proved th Wise 
measure, and this ard the re> 
districting ot the city under the new warbage 
removal ordinance are the only two experi- 
ments of the vearin a deparimnt of gevern- 
ment where experiments are rather the ruie 
than otherwise. The reports of the Pre-ident 
and various members of the Bord of Puvlic¢ 
Improvements will be pondercus.

THE BROOM BRIGADE. 


The Russian Squad Returns Victo- 
rious From the Northwest. 


A Happy Reunion at the Depot—Tales 
ef Triumph—The Pleasures of 
tae Trip. 


The announcement that Company Q of the 
Broom Brigade would arrive at the Union 


Depot this morning crowded the 
old sheds which are called a 
depot at an early hour this morning. 


News had been sent abroad that the veterans 
would arrive at 8:17 a. m., and at that time a 
large number of friends and relatines were in 


attendance. W. A. Hargadine, E+q., bis son 
Will, Wayman McCreery, E. H. Gregory, Jr., 
and several lad.es and gentlemen 
were on _—icihand, and they re.d 
with great amazement the notice tbat 
the brigade was forty minutes late. 
The delay was passed in surmises as to the 
probability of accident, and somebody sug- 
gested that the “scjers” had bivouacked 
somewhere and been captured by the enemy. 
At 9:06 a. m., however, word was sent that 
the C., B. & Q. car with the company on 
board had just left the other side of the 
river and the more anxious part of the crowd 
advanced down the platform tothe mouth of 
the tunnel to get a first look at the train. 

By this time a motley crowd filled the depot, 
people of all classes being drawa there to see 
the young ladies come in. At precisely 9:18 
a. m. the train rounded the tunnel curve and 
steamed up to the plaiform. 

‘There they are; there they come,” shou'- 
ed a dozen voices, and a rush .was made to 
the state-room Car. 

A blonde head, a round, chubby face, a sec- 
tion of gray uniform, and the sweeping end 
of a broom could just be seen sticking around 
the edge of the car. 

‘“*Who is it?” was asked on all sides, and 
small wagers were immediately made that it 
was any one of a dozen of the fair warriors. 
As the train approached, the adventurous 
fair one was found to be Miss Nannie John- 


son, who had taken charge of the 
brigade, and who was acting as 
a vidette to look out (for surprises. 


In a minute the car pulled in and stopped 
and the platforms and windows were filled 
with the young ladies. A'!lof them were in 
full dress uniform. Tbe jaunty gray hats 
were arrayed over bewitching bangs, frizzes 
and waves, the grav uniform dresses with 
the white scarfs and belts were worn, and 
each lady clutched her broom right. tightly 
and looked as suff and diguified 
as troopers just home from the wars. 
Chis did not lasi long, however. Shortly the 
train was boarded by papas, mammas, broth- 
ers, sisters and sweethearts of the Brigade, 
and a mostunmilitary scene occurred. Lanks 
were broken in a twinkling and the warriors 
were seen on the weak side. Brig.-Gen. 
Miss Ada Ames was detected kissing an eld- 
erly ladv, and declaring in the most earnest 
tones that she had never had such a good 
time in all her life. The 
party were traveling in two cars. 
In front was the state-room car furnished by 
the C., B. & Q Road, and in which the trip 
was made f:om St. Louis. Just behind this 
Was anoiber car, Witheut seats, which was 
attached at St. Paul. On the back was the 
inscription: “*Welcome by the River Bank 
Route of the C., M. & St. P. Riiiroad.’’ This 
car was handsomely carpeted; an upright 
piano was set up, and it was used as 
a dancing hail for the members of the 
brigade who were nvt on picket or other mili- 
tary duty. 

“Come and look at our quarters,” cried 
Miss Dorcas Carr, and arush was made for 
the one car just described. Here the seene 
baffles description. The brigade was sup- 
posed to be under strict military discipline, 
and it Was said that a formal muster out 
of service would take place. 
No such thing occurred, however. The ladies 
with brooms erect, marched into the rear car, 
and there the scene occurred. Never was 80 
much chatting, laughter, shouts and raillery, 
s0 many suspicious and loud-sounding 
smacks, and sucha terrific slaughter of nice 


adjeciives, that the Post-DISPATCH 
reporter, who was expecting  mil- 
itary etiquette, was surprised. Every- 
body talked to everybody else at the 


same time, each taiker talked as loud as she 
could and the result Was that aobody heard 
a word that anybody else was trying to. sav. 
All that was intelligable was “splendid” and 
“beautiful,” and “Oh, so nice,” and “Never 
had such a nice time inal] my life,” and “toh, 
I’m 80 sorry it is ail over,” ani “Why didot 
you comer You missed more fun 
than you ever had in your life.” 
This bustle and confusion lasted for more 
than halfan hour. A military company had 
been expected atthe depot to receive the re- 
turning troups and a wait was made for 
them, but they did not appear. Conspicuous 
among the leading soMiers, and remarkable 
for their stiffand digvitied bearing and their 
appreciation of the importance of the ocea- 
sion, were Cols. Pat Donan and 
Jchno R, Reavis, who had made 
the trip and to whom much of the success of 
the expedition was due. These gentlemen 
were received in a very distant way by the 
home guard, who had turned out to meet the 
Arctic expedition, and it was generally un- 


derstood that they were looked upon as 
having yaken an unfair advantage 
of the boys who were left at home. 


The girls were all in the best of spirits and 
were appearing extremely well. They looked 
some hat tired and dragged, and i! seemed 
as thouchthe fatigue and wesr and tear of 
the trip had begun to teil upon them, but no 
young lady would admit that she was tired 
or weary, orthat she did not feel like cam- 
paigning for the next ten years, if it would 
be all like the Minnetonka trip. 
All the brigade brought back the brooms, but 
it was noticed that quite a number of them 
had lost the souvenir ivory-hardled fan 
badges, their ribbons and otber decorations 
which ornamented their breasts.

She was ac- 
companied to the corner of the street 
to the letter-box by one of the ladies of the 
family, and then was bid a temporary fare- 
well.
